TRACK MEET BY

In a meet featured ideal 


weather conditions, rec- 


ords and numerous surprises. the 
Riverside Polytechnic High School 
track and field crew Saturday took 
the Citrus Belt League title with 
ease. With the Bear squad ‘taking 
55 points, Redlands credited itself 
with 25; San .Bernardino, 241%; 
Chaffey Union, 1914, and Pomona, 
17. 

Theusands of students from the 
five participating prep schools and 
other track fans thronged the Riv- 
erside stadium during the festival. 
Riverside’s remarkable pace was 
amazing, and Chaffey, doped to 
provide the Bear contingent’s stiff- 
est opposition, was severely hand- 
icapped by the absence of Wilcox, 
their crack sprinter and who was 
conceded first place in the 100- 
yard dash and 220, he being out 
of the meet with a sprained ankle. 

Three Citrus Belt League marks 
were raised, due to the efforts of 
Carnahan and Patton of River- 
side and Van Fleet of Chaffey. 
The first to fall was the time for 
an 880-yard run set by Saltonstall 
of Pomona in 1921, when Dillard 
Carnahan chopped one second 
from Saltonstall’s record. Car- 
nahan’s time was two minutes and 
three and two-fifth seconds. 

Exceeds Martin’s Record 

Van Fleet of Chaffey exceeded 
the shotput mark set up two years 
ago by Clifford Martin of River- 
side, when he tossed the lead 49 
feet and 2 inches. Martin’s rec- 
ord was 46 feet and 4 inches. 

Robert Patton, following the ex- 
ample of his elder brother, Theo- 
dore, who led the Riverside track 
team of 1922, established a new 
record for the discus throw.  Pat- 
ton threw the discus 117 feet and 
8 inches, exceeding the mark of 
116 feet and 10 inches made by 
Pitts of San Bernardino in 1919. 

Mile Jaunt Sensational 

Among the most. sensational 
races of the day was the mile 
jaunt. Led ‘by McAlaster, San 
Bernardino entry, until the last 
quarter and then taken easily by 
Carnahan, who completed the dis- 
tance in a little more than rec- 
ord time. This was Carnahan’s 
second triumph of the afternoon 
and he had placed a good five 
yards between himself and Mce- 
Alaster at the finish. 

Boosted by Carnahan’s perform- 
ance in the 880 event and first 
places in the sprints and high 
hurdles, Riverside took an early 
lead and held it, annoyed only by 
the persistence of the Redlands 
adherents., Pomona trailed with 
only one tally until the opening of 
the field program, which netted a

greater portion of its total. aSn 
Bernardino also swelled its total 
after the meet had been well 


launched, winding up its strength 
by taking first place in the relay.
